Rare Tapestries at Museum. 

Although the fact is not generally known, 
a set of rare XVII century Flemish tapes- 
tries, formerly in the collection of Pope 
Urban the VIII, and long in the Barberini 
Palace, Rome, has been loaned by an anony- 
mous private collector, to the Metropolitan 
Museum. These remarkable weaves, bril- 
liant in color, and in a fine state of preserva- 
tion, now hang in the large entrance hall of 
the Museum, and will be on view there in- 
definitely. They were woven by E. Ley- 
neirs, a master weaver and' H. Rydams, two 
of the most celebrated weavers of XVII 
century! tapestries. Leyneirs received a gold 
medal for his skill as a .tapestry, weaver at 
a competition held in Brussels in 1640. 

They, are decorated with wonderful bor- 
ders of fruits and flowers, and are described 
as the finest of. their "kind in existence. 

The titles of the tapestries by number are 
as follows; 

1 — "King Nebuchadnezzer Sends Holo- 
fernes, ; the Chief Captain of his army, 
against Israel." 

2— "Achior, the leader of the Ammonites, 
while pounding the powder of the God of 
Israel, is arrested by order of Holofernes." 

3— "The widow, Judith, weighed the vir- 
tues and the vices of the people; when the 
latter are the heavier, Israel is punished:" 

4— "The Most Beautiful Judith arrays 
herself in garments of gladness, in order 
that she may free Bethulia from Destruc- 
tion." 

5 — "Judith, in the Guise of a Fugitive, 
cunningly deceives Holofernes, and prom- 
ises him a specious victory." 

6 — "Holofernes, while drunken, is de- 
prived of his head by Judith, who thus saves 
Israel." 

7 — "Judith, Victress, displays the head of 
Holofernes to the people, who praise the 
God of Israel." 

8 — "The God of Israel routs the army of 
Holofernes and treasures are given to 
Judith." 



Portraits at Art Alliance.

Cimiotti at East Orange. 

Gustave Cimiotti is exhibiting twelve oils 
in the Recital Room of the East Orange 
Edison Shopuntil Feb. f 1. These paintings 
have the artist's beautiful design and are 
bold and vigorous in color with deep blue 
skies, big fleecy clouds and sometimes small 
figures only as spots of color. Some of 
these landscapes depict the Vermont hill- 
sides, while others are sketches in this vi- 
cinity.

Landscapes by Albert Gihon. 

Albert Gihon, born in this country, but 
for many years a resident of Paris and, from 
his French ancestry, inheriting a love for 
"La Belle France," has painted with ap- 
preciation, and skill for years past such 
rivers as the Oise and Loing, such pic- 
turesque corners of central France as Moret 
and Montigny, and such ocean windswept 
villages as Montreuil-sur-mer. 

Returning to his native land "a cause de la 
guerre," the artist is making, to Feb. 15, an 
exhibition of some 29 of his larger oils and 
17 small studies at the Braun Galleries, 13 
W. 46 St. 

Mr. Gihon paints with knowledge and 
ability. While he prefers a somewhat low 
key of color his canvases are joyous and 
truthful. He is especially happy in his ren- 
dition of calmly flowing rivers under the 
summer sun, waterfalls and millraces, over- 
hung by richly verdant old trees, and the 
quaint architecture of old French village 
churches and streets. Especially good in 
the present display are "Moret-Matin," 
lovely in color and feeling, "Evening on the 
Loing-Montigny," poetic in feeling and 
pearly in atmosphere, "La Vanne Rouge- 
Moret," the "Old Bridge— Grez," "Wash- 
erwomen — Moret," "Old Church — Moret," 
"Old Street— Montreuil" and the "After- 
noon — Picardie," rich in quality. 

Portraits by S. J. Woolf at Ralston's. 

Samuel J. Woolf, some time ago achieved 
deserved reputation as a portraitist and 
the 18 examples of his clever brush that 
he is now showing at the Ralston Gallery, 
567 5th Ave., to Feb. 3, emphasize his 
claim to consideration as a well-equipped 
painter. 

The strongest of the present portraits 
is the half-length of Mr. Frank Damrosch, 
painted evidently con amore, with broad 
free brushtrokes, capital in expression and 
truthful in color. The three-quarter length 
seated presentment of Justice Ingraham, 
while somewhat academic in arrangement 
and execution is a faithful likeness and 
a strong work also. There are fine strong 
color and good expression in the portrait 
of "Dagmar" — daughter of the musician 
Godowsky, and the half-length of a Japa- 
nese gentleman, Dr. Jokichi Takamine is a 
fine performance — faithful in color and ex- 
cellent in expression. The artist has not 
been as successful with his full-length re- 
clining "a la Recamier," presentment of 
Mrs. Stroud Haxton, daughter of the late 
Barney Barnato, which appears rather flat, 
contrasted with his other portraits. One 
lower New York street scene, "The Market 
Place" is full of life and movement and 
good in color. 



Paintings by Helen M. Turner. 

Eighteen oils by Helen M. Turner shown 
at the new Milch galleries, 108 W. 57 St., 
while they reflect the technique and refined 
color palette of her instructor, J. Alden 
Weir, have a certain individual charm. The 
gallery has a dignified and interesting ap- 
pearance, and the display is one of tone and 
quality. A conspicuous wall centre is de- 
voted to the fine large picture, "Mother and 
Child," a work of much feeling and truth of 
expression, tender, yet ably composed. 

"Learning to Knit," painted several years 
ago and shown at the Academy, is pleasant 
to see again with its lovely color, good 
drawing and clever technique. "A Debu- 
tante of 1917" has much painter's quality 
and a well thought out scheme of color. 
"An Arrangement of Dark and Light" com- 
poses well, the tones are adroitly managed, 
and "Portrait of L. P. T.," "Morning News" 
and "Breakfast Room" are all good works.

Warren Davis's Graceful Nudes. 

With facility and much as a musician 
manipulates his keys, Warren Dav : s brings 
into harmony of line and rhythm, the curves 
of the female figure, as shown in his dis- 
play now on at Warwick House, 45 E. 57 
St., through Feb. 12. He is both a capable 
draughtsman, a master of his craft, and 
skillfully combines poetry with realism in 
his compositions. He appears to paint 
simply for the intense joy of it. 

Unaffected and simple is "Youth," a 
chaste, slender figure against a landscape 
background of soft greens, which harmon- 
ize almost caressingly with the tender flesh 
tones of the well painted body, so expres- 
sive of girlish reserve.

Chinese Stone Statue at Kelekian's. 
The Kelekian Galleries have recently se- 
cured from Mr. Paul Poiret, of Paris, the 
noted designer of feminine costumes, a re- 
markable stone statue of Kwan-Yin, the 
Chinese "Goddess of Mercy," which is 
seven feet in height and weighs about a ton. 
The statue, now in the Kelekian Galleries 
at No. 709 Fifth Ave., was secured by M. 
Poiret from China in 1909, and is considered 
the most important early Chinese stone 
statue extant. At the same galleries there 
is now a beautiful XIII century Arabic 
bronze ewer and basin.

ANOTHER IDEAL GONE. 

When the new monthly art magazine 
The Art World, was first published 
last October, with the announced pur- 
pose of combatting the present so- 
called "modernist movement in art," 
and as the organ of those conservatives 
who deplore the tendency to the de- 
cadence, as they consider it, of much 
of the modern painting and sculpture 
— it was stated by its editors and pub- 
lishers in private, that, above all, the 
new periodical would keep itself free 
from even the taint of commercial- 
ism, and would not seek or accept ad- 
vertising. This news was generally 
accepted, especially as it was whis- 
pered that some $50,000 had been do- 
nated for the publication of the maga- 
zine by a well-known artist, from 
certain profits gained through — horri- 
ble dictu! — the sale of patented ball 
bearings for the commercialized auto- 
mobile. 

With the appearance of the Janu- 
ary issue of The Art World, another 
ideal has departed, for it calmly, and 
without explanation, prints several 
pages of advertising — some of it ex- 
ceedingly commercial. So passes an- 
other iridescent dream ! In our humble 
opinion the new periodical will run 
even more smoothly on its ball bear- 
ing fund, with the aid of advertising, 
but what of the promise that "it would 
be free from even the taint of com- 
mercialism?" 



A Baby Lion Dinner. 

It is some years since the redoubt- 
able Harry Lehr startled the commun- 
ity with his famous "Monkey Dinner" 
at Newport. Now comes a still more 
startling innovation — namely a dinner 
of roast baby lion, given by the well- 
known artist, S. Montgomery Roose- 
velt, to his fellow members of the 
American Association of Portrait 
Painters last week. 

The idea was certainly a novel one, 
and it is said that the lion meat was 
not indigestible. Mr. Roosevelt was 
the living lion of the occasion which 
will ever perpetuate his fame. Who 
was the mouse? 



EGYPTIAN ART FOR B'KLYN. 

The Brooklyn Museum recently received 
the gift of the Egyptian collection and 
library on Egyptology of the American 
hieroglyphic scholar, Charles Edwin Wil- 
bour, who died in 1897. The heirs of Mrs. 
Wilbour, who died about two years ago, 
make the gift in pursuance of the wishes of 
their mother, as a memorial to their father. 
They are Mrs. Edwin H. Blashfield (Evan- 
geline Wilbour Blashfield), Miss Theodora 
Wilbour and Victor Wilbour. The collec- 
tion consists of paintings of Egyptian 
scenery and ruins; statuary and statuettes 
in stone and other materials; alabaster and 
other stone vases; miscellaneous Egyptian 
stone carvings; stone heads and statuettes 
of the Greco-Roman period; slabs and steles 
with inscriptions; objects of bronze and 
copper, glass, wood-carvings, pottery; terra 
cotta statuettes, funerary figurines, vessels 
and tiles, faience and stone, amulets, scar- 
abs, moulds, for scarabs and amulets, textiles 
and other antiquities, and a very large col- 
lection of hieroglyhic inscriptions on stone 
and pottery. The gift of the library of 
2.500 volumes on Egyptology is considered 
of even greater importance than that of 
the collection of antiquities, and this addi- 
tion will make the Brooklyn Museum 
Library without a rival in the U. S. in the 
field of Egyptology, outside of Chicago 
University. 



DR. GENTNER TO GO ABROAD. 

Dr. Philip J. Gentner, who recently re- 
signed from the directorship of the Wor- 
cester Art Museum, will be retained, under 
salary, by the trustees of the institution as 
the foreign representative of the museum. 

His resignation will not take effect until 
July 1, although he plans to leave this 
country on March 1. 

He has been director of the Museum 
since Nov. 17, 1908, when he succeeded 
Mr. Frederick S. Pratt, who had been act- 
ing manager since the death of John C. 
Heywood. 

No consideration has yet been given by 
the trustees to the question of Dr. Gent- 
ner's successor. The "Boston Transcript" 
says: "As the position calls for a man with 
large and varied experience in the art 
world, it is probable that the new director 
will be an out-of-town man." 

In his letter of Dec. 11, last, tendering Ins 
resignation,. Dr. Gentner wrote tha: 

"On his return from Italy last September 
he had hoped some arrangement could be 
made by which he could be abroad a part 
of each year and yet retain the directorship 
but that the indefinite continuance of hos- 
tilities (perhaps for several years longer) 
compels him to offer his resignation 
from the directorship, in order that the 
trustees may be free to act as seems to 
them best for the interests of the Museum. 
The ill health of his wife is the real cause. 

He then indicates that the necessity f jr 
living abroad, with the impossibility of 
safelj- crossing and recrossing the ocean, 
"is the one and only cause fur iny present 
action." 

"During Dr. Gentner's term ,of office," 
says the "Boston Transcript," "the Wor- 
cester Art Museum has made notable pro- 
gress in the building up of its perma- 
nent collection of paintings, as well as in 
other departments. Its acquisitions of rep- 
resentative canvases by old and modern 
painters have been, for the most part, 
guided by the most sagacious judgment, 
and it will be conceded that but few mis- 
takes have been made in this department. 
The control of the Salisbury millions has 
enabled the institution to enter the market 
in competition with the most richly en- 
dowed museums and galleries of the world, 
not only as regards pictures, but also in 
the field of sculpture and ceramics, etc. 
Notable temporary exhibitions of modern 
works^ have been held from time to time, 
and liberal purchases for the permanent 
collection have been made from them, so 
that the -museum has become one of the 
important centres of art activity in Amer- 
ica. The bulletin of the museum in the 
meantime has taken its place among the 
best of its kind of publications in the 
country under the editorship of the di- 
rector. Dr. Gentner is, therefore, quite 
justified in his remark that he is proud of 
'the work we have done' together.' " 



JACQUES SELIGMANN HERE. 

His coming unannounced, and to the great 
surprise of the art trade and his many 
friends in this country, M. Jacques Selig- 
mann, the widely known antiquaire and art 
authority, arrived from Paris on the Phila- 
delphia Sunday last, and is at his New York 
galleries, 705 Fifth Ave. 

It is reported that he brought with him 
and has arranged to further import, a large 
and important collection of art works. This 
is the first visit of M. Seligmann since the 
war's outbreak. He has remained quietly 
in Paris, living with his family in constant 
anxiety, owing to the presence of his

A Corcoran Award Questioned. 

Editor, American Art News, 

Dear Sir: 

The following letter from Mr. Joy to the 
Washington, D. C, "Star" and recently 
published, so well voices the feeling of 
many Washington art lovers, that I should 
be pleased to see it republished in the Art 
News which, if I remember rightly, also 
questioned the wisdom of this award.

To the Editor of The Star: 

The art exhibit at the Corcoran Art Gallery during 
| he last four weeks and the interest of the public 
in it are most creditable to Washington. The opinion 
of the public as to the merits of individual pictures, 
shown by its vote, as given in your paper last evening, 
reveals., as you state, "the fact that the art-loving 
public is both large and discriminating." But, if that 
be true, what can be said as to the value of the de- 
cision awarding the prizes made by the jury of pro- 
fessional artists? None of the four prize-takers was 
approved by the public. And tt would be most in- 
teresting to know how many votes, if any, were cast 
by the public for that strange production of Arthur 
B. Davies, entitled "Castalios," to which the $2,000 
prize and the gold medal were awarded. The picture 
was confessedly to the great mass of visitors to the 
gallery an object of ridicule and an unsolvable mys- 
terv. 

They could see in it no element of beauty. It 
seemed to them to lack even the rudiments of good 
drawing, and to possess none of the fascinations of 
color, and, as a composition, to convey no in- 
telligible idea. The public treated it much the same 
as it did the exhibit of the cubists in New York, as 
a huge joke, and in no sense an affair of real art. The 
judgment of the jury seemed a base travesty of jus- 
tice. 

Such a result is most unfortunate in its influence 
on the general public, and tends to produce skepticism 
as to the real merits of art. The feeling of the people 
as to this matter was universal, and so openly mani- 
fested *hat it deserves general recognition, and the 
suggestion is made that if an explanation of the de- 
cision of the art jury awarding the prize can be given 
in a way that can be comprehended by those who are 
not trained artists themselves a most useful purpose 
would be subserved if some competent person would 
make it through the medium of your paper, in order 
that general faith in the merit of art may be restored 
and genuine interest in the growth of art encouraged.

have done gallant service, one son-in-law 
losing his life last year while leading his.

Interviewed by a "Herald" reporter, M._ 
Seligmann said in substance as follows: 

"You ask me why I have refrained until now from, 
sending art objects to America or why I myself have 
not been here since the beginning of the war. My 
reasons, as you will see, were not at all commercial,, 
but, on the contrary, entirely personal and sentimental. 
Ever since this dreadful war began, my sons and the 
immediate members of my family have been fighting; 
for my country and for the peace and security of the 
world, and I could not allow myself to go far from. 
them for no other reason than my personal financial 
gains. 

"A recent incident has obliged me to reconsider this, 
decision, and the arguments I listened to were so 
forcible that I was compelled to bend my personal, 
views and feelings to them. 

Advised by French Statesman. 

"You doubtless know that for some months past the- 
French government has been giving a great ^deal of at- 
tention to our foreign trade and studying means of" 
reestablishing such trade relations with foreign coun- 
tries as would, in no matter how small a proportion, 
somewhat offset the terrible drain of gold from which; 
our country is suffering. This explains why some few 
weeks ago I was asked by one of the most eminent 
members of our government, who knew how large and 
valuable my art possessions are, to take them to- 
America." 

Sees World's Art Centre Here. 

"It will not be long before America becomes the art 
center of the world, and in the future it will be to- 
America that students and art lovers must travel even- 
as they now do to France and Italy. 

"It is largely due to the late Mr. Pierpont Morgan, 
whose collection I was largely instrumental in forming,, 
that America occupies its present position in the art 
world. I once told Mr. Morgan — who interested him- 
self not at all in the commercial aspect of collecting; — 
that the art objects which I was continually selling him 
would double in value within eight years. The sales 
of part of his collection have more than proves the 
truth of mv words, and, although the prices of art 
objects are high today, they will not only again double 
ten years from now but the obtaining of them will be- 
well nigh impossible. 

"And now just a word, but one from the heart, 
on a most important matter, the gratitude of the 
French nation for all that Americans have done to 
help my fellow countrymen — our brave soldiers, our- 
stricken widows and our helpless orphans. It is all so 
close to me and so terrible that I cannot speak of it 
quietly, but ask them to please believe and remember 
that not one act of your kindness, your humanity, your- 
free and continuous generosity is or ever will be for- 
gotten by France or the French people."

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LONDON LETTER 

London, Jan. 17, 1917. 

As a substitute for the National Gallery 
Bill, now definitely shelved, there is a move- 
ment on foot under the leadership of Mr. 
Francis Howard of the Grosvenor Gallery 
to bring forward a fresh measure which 
advocates that for the period of the War 
and two subsequent years the sale of pic- 
tures earmarked by the Board of the Na- 
tional Gallery shall be forbidden to any 
purchaser other than the Gallery Trustees. 
In order to secure the requisite funds for 
such purchases it is proposed that an export 
duty of 25% be levied on all pictures, exe- 
cuted more than 50 years ago, and not 
brought into this country more than 10 
years back. Pending the discussion of this 
measure, the meeting at which these pro- 
posals were brought forward, advised that 
all sale and export of earmarked pictures 
should be entirely forbidden. 

There is much to be said in favor of the 
scheme, so far as government revenue is 
concerned, nor is it probable, (so far as the 
dealers are concerned) that the high per- 
centage in regard to the suggested export 
duty would have any great effect in deter- 
ring buyers abroad from purchasing any 
work of art in which they were seriously 
interested. At the same time I am of the 
opinion that we can confidently leave the 
matter until such date as the respective 
Directors of the National Arts Collections 
Fund and the National Gallery think fit for 
drafting a Bill which will meet the case 
from their point of view. Only then are we 
likely to get a measure which will meet the 
situation fairly and squarely from every 
viewpoint. 

Children's Day at Museum. 

The Curators of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum have had the excellent idea this 
winter of setting aside one of the galleries, 
especially for the use of children, collecting 
therein a number of objects calculated to 
amuse the youthful mind, while at the same 
time instructing it. One portion of the 
room is devoted to illustrations of the well- 
known fairy-stories and legends belonging 
to this and other lands, the youngsters thus 
learning how the imagination of artists of 
varying temperaments may body forth the 
same tale under a variety of guises. Mem- 
bers of the Art Teachers' Guild are present 
to lend a helping hand to children who 
evince a desire to copy any of the beautiful 
things displayed for their enjoyment, and 
other rooms are given up to classes to teach 
embroidery, spinning and weaving. These 
classes, in the short space of time allotted 
cannot do more than give an insight into 
the possibilities of the different handicrafts 
with which they are concerned, but even 
this glimpse should prove of the greatest 
value in forming taste and in helping the 
children to appreciate all that is to be de- 
rived from a cultivation of the "museum 
habit." Indeed, the next generation is like- 
ly to look upon our great national collec- 
tions as something far more vital and living 
than those dry-as-dust institutions which 
they appeared to be to the eyes of the youth- 
ful members of the present generation. 

Coming Red Cross Sale. 

A third Red Cross Sale is to be held at 
Christie's in late March, the great firm of 
auctioneers having once more undertaken 
to perform the work involved as a free gift 
to the Funds. Owing, however, to the de- 
pletion of their staff on account of the war, 
they will be unable to devote so long a 
period to the sale as on the two former oc- 
casions an,d the dispersal will only occupy a 
few days. In order, therefore, that the net 
results shall not be less than those achieved 
previously, an especial appeal has been made 
to intending donors to contribute, with a 
view to quality rather than quantity, for 
with all due deference to the undoubted 
generosity of certain donors, it cannot be 
denied that many others have made these 
sales the opportunity of getting rid of a 
number of artistic "white elephants" which 
produced but trifling sums in the salesroom. 
This year the restricted period allotted to 
the undertaking will render it possible for 
the Committee to exercise their discretion 
as to the acceptance or refusal of gifts, al- 
though any exercise of such rights will in- 
evitably lead to considerable offence in the 
case of those whose gifts may be rejected. 
The position of committee-member in con- 
nection with an enterprise of this nature 
seldom proves a sinecure! 

Spurious Old German Furniture. 

I hear that a great deal of "faked" and 
partially genuine "Old German" furniture is 
being sent to America via Sweden, and must 
warn your readers to be on their guard 
when purchasing pieces of this type. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Bode, the German dealers, 
who returned to their native land from 
France and England on the declaration of 
war, are keeping in their own hands all the 
best works of art which come their way, 
their idea being to export them to those 
countries on the conclusion of hostilities to 
clients whom they look upon as certain pur- 
chasers. L. G. S.

Clever Art Students Show. 
A surprisingly good show has been made 
! by pupils of the Academie Ranson, noted 
! for its futurist leanings. It is another test 
of the ultimate influence of rebellion against 
• fixed forms of art. From this comparative- 
ly small array of canvases, in the Druet gal- 
lery, rue Royale, the dominant impressions 
j are those of force and individuality, both in 
I delineation and in color. There are, of 
! course, incongruous composition, some un- 
i natural drawing, and much seeking after im- 
I possible association of nuances and tints; 
but when, in spite of all this, one feels the 
artists's personality, the possibility of fur- 
ther, more rational or more truthful attain- 
ment must be acknowledged. The Ranson 
academy, too, obviously encourages the im- 
aginations of its pupils. They see more in 
common objects than does the prosaic way- 
farer. Those of them who are in sympathy 
with what is taught will at least not be liter- 
alists. Rather, vagaries, a thousand times, 
than literalism, -for vagaries may be or may 
become eloquent or poetic, but literalism 
never. Among the Ranson pupils, J. Berque 
and A. Boult have produced in collaboration 
some very distinctive decorative results; J. 
Hueber shows a tender sense of color as well 
as a certain degree of feeling in drawing; G. 
Faure paints landscapes with a delicacy of 
touch, which may develop into a quality of 
great charm, although peopling them, with 
conventional modern figures; Monme is in- 
soired in a measure by Marcel Lenoir, tend- 
ing towards the primitive in form and the 
mystically symbolical; and Boulet has con- 
jured up a dreamlike Christ, who serves 
mass in an atmospheric blend of dark-blue 
incense and golden altar-glow, to a group 
of young nuns, dimly clad in vague, bluish 
gray, relieved by juxtaposition to the bril- 
liant scarlet of priestly novices. In this last 
picture there is a note suggestive of genius.

Coffin Honored by France. 

Leon Bonnat, President of the Comite de 
la Fraternite Des Artistes in Paris recently 
cabled to William A. Coffin that he had 
been elected president D'Honneur, by ac- 
clamation of the French comite, in recog- 
nition of the untiring work done by the 
American Committee, and especially by Mr.

CHICAGO. 

The expression "Department Store Art" 
is so universally employed, and with good 
reason, for bad art or rather no art at all 
(it is used here these days to classify three 
of the exhibits at present at the Art In- 
stitute), that it is with genuine satisfaction, 
I begin this discussion of local art life the 
past week by pointing to the one honorable 
exception among the large department 
stores of our city, namely the Carson, 
Pirrie, Scott Co., (one of the largest of 
these establishments) which has given the 
use of one of its show windows for a dis- 
play of several excellent canvasses by In- 
ness, Tryon, Waugh, Dougherty and Ryder. 
All of which and many more by other im- 
portant' American contemporaries belong to 
the "stock" merchandise of the store, and 
are not merely "put up" for sale on this 
special occasion. 

Some' . time ago one of the Institute 
trustees conceived a plan to induce the big 
department stores to bring their "line" of 
art works to a higher standard, in order to 
educate public taste. The plan was aban- 
doned on account of the "expert" opinion 
of other trustees who are merchants them- 
selves, and who very correctly pointed to 
the fact that department stores are run to 
make money, and not to educate or elevate 
their customers. The more's the pity! 
The example of the Carson, Pirrie, Scott 
Co. shows that there is some way of com- 
bining profitable business with good art, 
and the editorial in last week's Art News 
on genuine and advertised prices, and on 
the value of investing in good pictures, 
should encourage all department stores to 
try the experiment. 

At the Roullier Galleries there is now on 
an exhibition of pastels by Wm. Peunhal- 
low Henderson and of etchings by Otto J. 
Schneider. The former are views from the 
south, especially of the quaint old French 
quarter of New Orleans done in the manner 
which Whistler once for all established as 
the most artistic expression in pastel med- 
ium. It is no disgrace for an artist, es- 
pecially one of Henderson's talent, to profit 
by the experiments and discoveries of a 
great art pioneer, and if, as I am told, 
Henderson resents any reference to Whist- 
ler when discussing his own work, he shows 
a sensitiveness as to originality which his 
"signature", — (an arabesquic rose, more 
than suggestive of Whistler's butterfly,) — 
certainly does not disclose. Of late Hen- 
derson has discontinued the use of this 
identification mark and so allows his work 
to stand on its own merits, which are often, 
as in the pictures of New Orleans, very 
notable. 

Otto Schneider is one of the coming 
etchers of the country. Starting out with 
portraiture (Levy Mayer, Edgar Lee Mas- 
ters), he has done oMate some remarkable 
plates of local city views. 

Young's Art Galleries has had a special 
show of paintings by J. Alden Weir. Among 
the ten pictures were two figure pierces of 
first importance, an old woman sowing and 
"The Lace Maker," a young woman working 
on a lace frame. Both these pictures are 
among the best ever shown here by the 
President of the National Academy. At 
the same time a big canvas, a typical mu- 
seum picture, by Childe Hassam, "The Roof 
Garden" and an important Innes, "The Old 
Farm", one of the last landscapes of the 
master, were shown. 

Alson Skinner Clark has an exhibit of 
French and American landscapes at Rein- 
hardt's. While the former belong to an 
earlier period and show serious studv and 
application, the latter, especially his "Windy 
Hill Farm" and "Autumn Bouquet" show a 
new grasp of atmospheric possibilities in 
plain air landscapes, combined with a good 



CLEVELAND. 

An important event at the Museum was 
the opening, Jan. 18, of the Worcester R. 
Warner collection of Oriental antiques, with 
a reception in honor of Mr. and Mrs. Warn- 
er. 

The collection, to which important addi- 
tions are to be made through the Warner 
fund, includes rare pottery of the pre-Chris- 
tian era; porcelains; bronze panels; carv- 
ings; jeweled buckles; stone, bronze and 
pottery images; gorgeous Chinese costumes, 
and other textiles. A case of long opium 
pipes in highly decorated porcelain and an- 
other case of Chinese and Merovingian 
buckles, showing remarkably similar feat- 
ures of workmanship and design, attract at- 
tention. Of later date is a finely carved 
jade and coral necklace with rose quartz 
pendant. 

The Warner collection will be shown for 
two months as now assembled, before being 
divided among the various eastern displays. 
Through it the Oriental. department of the 
museum at this early day has been placed 
in line with much older institutions and a 
genuine interest in Chinese and Japanese 
art is growing among local art patrons. 

The Museum's modern French gallery has 
been enriched by several recent loans, 
among them Monet ? s "Rocks at Belle Isle;" 
"Mt. Kalsaas," "Argenteuil" and "Waterloo 
Bridge." 

Dagnan-Bouveret, Monet, Courbet, Mo- 
net and Monticelli are also represented. 
The "Goddess of Fortune in Distress," by 
Gaston La Touche, given by Mr. Ralph 
King, is a recent acquisition. 

The next exhibition from outside will be 
one of a collection of sculptures by Chester 
Beach, to be held next month. 

At the Gage Gallery, Mrs. Max McMur- 
rav, a local sculptor, will show her most 
important work for the next fortnight and 
Miss Clara L. Deike has an exhibition of 
decorative landscapes. 

Dr. Daniel' A. Huebsch is giving at the 
Cleveland .School of Art a course of illus- 
| trated lectures on "Art and Our Democ- 
! racy." 

| Studio Hall, formerly the Hatch Galleries, 
is to hold a display of the work of local art- 
ists in the near future, and will purchase 
one painting. The exhibit and acquisition of 
local artists' pictures are to be made annu- 
ally. Mr. Morris H. Glauber, present own- 
er of the building, has announced.

The Daniel Catlin collection of 30 import- 
ant paintings, the most valuable gift of the 
kind ever made to the Art Museum, will 
soon be placed on exhibition. 

The canvases were given by Mrs. Daniel 
Catlin as a memorial of her late husband, 
one of the members of the board of con- 
trol. A valuation of $250,000 has been placed 
upon the pictures. 

In the collection are Anton Mauve's "By 
the River," a landscape valued at $50,000; 
"Haying," by Julien Dupre, and "Hunting 
Rally," by Rosa Bonheur.

BOSTON. 

An event of artistic importance (not to 
mention social significance!) was the "Pri- 
vate View" given on the evening of Jan. 22 
in that unique Boston institution, the Copley 
Gallery, the occasion being the first showing 
of fifty or more paintings, watercolors and 
drawings by John Singer Sargent. 

This affair was literally of Boston's "six 
hundred", for the cards of invitation (at $5 
per) were limited to that numoer. ^vll oi 
the elect and select were there looking cold- 
ly well in their evening clothes. The 10 ex- 
amples in oil include the now famous "Lady 
Essex" (lent by the Misses Edwards), a 
beautifully painted portrait in the artist's 
earlier manner, and portraits of Mr. George 
R. Fearing, and Mr. Gordon Fairchild, "Lake 
O'Hara," now owned by the Fogg Museum. 
"Venice," a street scene with three small 
figures, lent by Mrs. Stanford White, "Olive 
Grove" (lent by Knoedler & Co.), and "In 
terior of Tent," owned by Mrs. John W. El- 
liot, are others. 

The celebrated $2,700 watercolor, "The 
Looking Glass" (lent by Mr. Charles Deer- 
ing), with the original motif of a man shav- 
ing out of doors, before a small mirror fast- 
ened to a tree trunk, with "Camp Fire," len; 
by Mrs. E. D. Brandegee, and another 
"Camp Fire," loaned by Fogg Art Museum, 
are notable among the watercolors. 

Some 30 drawings (portraits), all of fam- 
ous or fashionable people complete the ex- 
hibition. Among these are presentments of 
Bishop Lawrence, Judge Robert Grant, Mr. 
Frederic H. Prince, Jr., Major Henry L. 
Higginson, Mrs. R. D. Sears, Mmes. John S. 
Laurence, William Phillips, J. D. Cameron 
Bradley, George R. Agassiz, Miss Marion 
Sprague and Hon. George Von L. Meyer, 
etc., etc. 

For the first time in the memory of man, 
admission is charged to this gallery, but it 
is for a good cause — namely — the Ameri- 
can Ambulance Hospital in France. The 
exhibition will continue to Feb. 3. 

Scott & Fowles of New York are ex- 
hibiting, at a local gallery, 18 Arlington 
Street, a collection of works that may be 
very properly termed an exhibition of old 
and modern masters. The pictures come 
with a clean record. The list of names rep- 
resented includes Ruysdael, Cuyp, Vander- 
velde, Thomas de Keyser, Gainsborough, 
Turner, Romney, Raeburn, Lawrence, Mil- 
let, Stevens, Whistler, the Marises, and 
others. 

In his report of the affairs of the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts for the year 1916, 
President Morris Gray gives the annual sub- 
scriptions as $41,267 — a slight increase over 
1915. The net deficit for last year, more- 
over, is rising $13,000, as against $34,279 for 
1915. 

The acquisitions of the Museum during 
the past year include a collection of 40 
paintings given by Mrs. Martha B. Angell, 
to be known as the "Henry C. and Martha 
B. Angell Collection," comprising nine ex- 
amples of Corot, five of Daubigny, and 
examples of Reynolds, Diaz, Millet, Boudin, 
Isabey, Pissaro, Trovon, Mauve, etc.; a 
collection of about 500 musical instruments, 
given by William Lindsey in memory of his 
daughter, Mrs. Leslie Lindsey Mason; a 
large and beautiful landscape by Corot, given 
by Augustus Hemenway, "In memory of 
Louis and Amy Hemenway Cabot," two in- 
teresting early Italian paintings, presented 
by Mrs. W. Scott Fitz; and a lovely and 
spiritual painting of the Crucifixion by 
Lippo Memmi; "The Torn Hat," by Sully, 
given by its owners, Miss Belle Greene and 
Henry Copley Greene, in memory of their 
mother, Mrs. J. S. Copley Greene; objects 
of great interest acquired through the ex- 
cavations in Egypt under Dr. Reisner, many 
important paintings and other objects ac- 
quired in the Far East through the gener- 
osity of certain members of the visiting 
committee on Chinese and Japanese art, 
many prints of high quality, obtained 
through the generosity of members of the 
visiting committee to the print department 
and of other print lovers, supplemented by 
apropriations by the Museum^ a distin- 
guished marble head of heroic size, copied 
from a Greek fifth centurv head by a sculp- 
tor of the Graeco-Roman period, procured 
through moneys provided jointly by Mrs. 
W. Scott Fitz and the Museum. 

During the year the Museum itself has 
bought few important objects of art, among 
them a painting by Zuloaga, "My Uncle 
Daniel and His Family," a marble portrait 
head of Marciana, sister of the Emperor 
Trajan; a statuette by Bela L. Pratt, and 
paintings by Hawthorne, Paxton, Mrs. 
Adelaide Cole Chase and other contempor- 
ary and local artists. 

The legacies for 1916 amounted to $267,- 
788.88; the gifts of money, practically for 
purchase of works of art, to $74,325.32; and 
the annual subscriptions towards the pay- 
ment of running expenses to $41,267.00 — a 
total of $383,381.20. • 

There has just been placed on exhibition 
at the Fogg Art Museum a small group of 
canvases illustrative of the art of landscape 
painting in the XVII century. Four of 
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them, loaned by Mr. Pierre la Rose, are at- 
tributed to Claude Lorraine. 

The two smaller canvases by Claude, now 
in the Fogg Museum, are among the earliest 
dated examples of the master, and are, in 
fact, the pair owned by Cardinal Bentivoglio,. 
which subsequently were owned by the 
King of Naples. The student of Claude will 
welcome the rare chance of comparing these 
early landscapes with that in the Boston 
Museum, painted at the very end of the 
artist's career. 

The two larger canvases were once in the 
possession of the Duke of Buckingham.. 
The four together give one a more rounded 
view of the range of Claude's genius than 
could be hoped for in any choice less care- 
fully made. 

A gift of fifteen rare volumes has been 
made by Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan to the 
Fogg Museum at Harvard. The books are 
richly bound, comprising the various cata- 
logs descriptive of his collections. Four 
of the volumes constitute the "Catalog of 
Drawings"; there are three volumes of the 
"Catalog of the Pictures of the English, 
Dutch, Flemish, French, Italian, Spanish 
and Modern Schools"; three volumes of the 
"Catalog of Greek, Roman and Renaissance 
Bronzes"; four volumes of the "Catalog of 
Miniatures"; and one volume of the "Cata- 
log of the Bennet Collection of Manu- 
scripts." John Doe. 



PHILADELPHIA. 

The recent death of Mr. E. Burgess War- 
ren creates another vacancy in the board of 
directors of the Pa. Academy, of which he 
was the Hon. Vice-President. Mr. ^ Warren 
was 84 years old, and was born in Peru,. 
Vermont. During his lifetime he formed a 
well-chosen private collection of paintings,, 
including among other important items, sev- 
eral good Barbizons and early Americans- 
He loaned these, works for exhibition at the 
picture shows held for several years at the 
Union League where he was Chairman of 
the Art Committee. As Vice-President of 
the Art Club he was active in making dur- 
ing his term, the annual exhibitions a suc- 
cess, in stimulating the purchase of many 
works, by the members of the Club. 

That XIV century Egyptian sculptors 
used practically the same methods and were 
inspired by the same ideals as the symbol- 
ists of today was effectively demonstrated 
by Prof. James Henry of the University of 
Chicago, breasted in his lecture, Jan. 20, 
at the University Museum upon the "Dis- 
covery of an Egyptian Sculptor's Studio of 
the XIV Century, B. C." 

Invitations to the Private View of the 
112th Annual Exhibition of the Pa. Academy 
on Feb. 3 have been issued and for an Art- 
ists' Evening, Feb. 10. Other exhibitions 
to come include that of a group of women- 
artists, most of them trained at the School 
of Design for Women, at the Art Club,. 
Feb. 15 for a fortnight. 

An exhibition of contemporary French- 
Drawings, Lithographs and Etchings is on 
as he Art Club through today. Represen- 
tative work of such artists as Rodin, Tou- 
louse-Lautree, Mary Cassatt, Steinlen, Fo- 
rain, Naudin, etc., most of it donated to 
be sold for the benefit o fthe "Appui des 
Artistes" are on view. The exhibition was 
organized by the Chicago Art Institute and 
bears the endorsement of the French Min- 
istry of the Beaux Arts.

ART AND BOOK SALES, PAST AND TO COME. 



COMBINATION PICTURE SALE. 

The second combination picture sale of the 
season, arranged by the American Art As- 
sociation, took place Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and last evening — the first two sessions 
in the Plaza ballroom — and the third and 
last in the American Art Galleries. 

At the first session, at the Plaza, Wed. 
eve., Mr. Thomas E. Kirby sold 80 paintings, 
all save 24 by modern American artists, for 
a total of $16,510. 

The top price of the session was $1,375, 
paid for Thomas Moran's "Moonlight after 
Storm — Mid-Ocean/' by Otto Bernet, as 
agent. Other good prices were brought by 
Robert C. Minor's "Pool in Fontainbleau 
Forest/' which went for $625 to Dudensing 
& Son, and "Approaching Storm" which 
brought $825; J. Francis Murphy's "Land- 
scape," $635 from Seaman, as agent; an- 
other landscape by the same artist $850 
from Mr. M. C. Megil, and a good little 
example of J. G. Brown "Me and Jack," 
$600 from Mr. Howard Young. 

The two examples of Blakelock sold very 
low, one for only $50, an evidence that the 
recent boom in this painter's work is wan- 
ing. The only Americans to hold their own 
were the examples of Murphy, Bogert, J. G. 
Brown and Minor. The dealers secured 
most of the works and the result of the 
sale proved that American pictures, not 
considered of the first order will not sell 
as well by themselves as if mixed in a sale 
with Barbizon or other popular foreign 
works.

The first session of a sale of early and rare 
Chinese pottery vases and decorated jars, 
statuettes of warriors and other Oriental art 
objects, at the Anderson Galleries, Monday, 
Jan. 22, brought a total of $20,437.50. 

An amethyst colored vase (Sung) with 
raised lion head handles was purchased by 
Duveen Brothers for the top price of $5,500. 

This unique vase is said to be the only one 
known in China of the same shape and color, 
of this important period. It came from the 
Mgr. Favier collection. 

A pair of large jars (Ch'ien-Lung) with 
original covers surmounted with a gilt lion 
was sold to J. Magee for $3,250, the second 
highest figure of the sale. Other buyers 
were L. C. Tiffany, J. A. Buxjden, Lai- Yuan 
Co., J. Magee and Duveen Brothers. 

At the second and concluding session 
Tuesday afternoon, antique Chinese kake- 
monos, makimonos and albums of the Yuan
